Seoul, Korea. Nov. 28 (/pi — Field dispatches based on Al­ 
lied officers reports said ground fighting in Korea came to 
a complete stop today, with only the official announcement 
lacking to proclaim a cease-fire. 
Troops of the United Nations, last night and early today, 
received orders not to fire at the enemy unless he attacked, 
field dispatches said. 
By mid-aftemoon. apparently well aware of the gentle­ 
men’s agreement Chinese soldier* played volley haU in full 
view of non-shooting American troops. 
Red Blackout Is Lifted 
When darkness fell, the Reds abandoned their 18-month 
blackout and the twinkling of Communist bonfires and I he 
glow of cigarettes marked out the silent 145-mile front. 
AP Correspondent Milo Farneti reported from the western 
front that he had seen an order from U.S. Eighth Army head- 
quart prs to stop fighting. 
Eighth Army headquarters dented that it issued the order. 
Farneti said the Allies stopped fighting immediately the 
order was received. 
Only a few rounds of Red artillery, possibly from unin­ 
formed gunners, broke the unnatural stillness. 
Patrols Roam Along Front 
Patrols roamed the quiet front under orders to take no 
offensive action. And in many cases they made no contact. 
The Eighth Army issued a warning statement that said 
“ I here is as of this date. 28 November, 1951, no cease-fire in 
Hor *a.’ 
This statement was directly counter to the facts of the 
front — farts known to tens of thousands of soldiers and to 
►cores of war correspondents at the front and at headquarters. 
The facts were that for the time being, unless the Com­ 
munists attack, there is ground truce along the front that 
amounts to a cessation of hostilities on the ground. 
Scribe Sacs He Saw Order

and particularly in Pennsylvania. 
Tile northeastern area now con- 
urnes som e two million tons more 
of feed concentrates per year than 
a decade roo but produces only 
about 600.000 tens more. 
This means that the northeastern 
area, 
Pennsylvania 
included—tin- 
ports feed from other regions. 
There is a possibility the situation 
will lighten next year, though. The 
F e d e r a l Agriculture Department 
forecasters believe more cattle and 
calves will go to market in 1D52 than 
this year. In 1951 livestock producers 
have been building up their herds 
rapidly. 
Cattie slaughter, for example, has 
been at a 10-year low during the 
first IO months of this year. They 
expect this slaughter rate toincrea.-e 
about IO per cent next year. 
Thus, an increase in slaughter will 
mean a slight decline in the pres­ 
sure on feed supplies. But the de- 1 
cline may not be enough. 
The solution, they believe, is to j 
either increase production per acre, 
increase the number of acres de­ 
voted to feed growth or drastically 
cut back tile number of head of live­ 
stock In Pennsylvania and the re­ 
mainder of the northeast, the in­ 
crease in feed demands has been 
aimed at poultry' stocks with live­ 
stock a close second. 
Along with this 50 per cent rise in 
poultry feed, there has been a 
smaller increase in feed grain pro­ 
duction in the northeast.
